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TO END WAK AT SEA 


A Younir Swede Controls Tor­ 
pedoes By X-Rays. 


CAN DEFEND HARBORS. 


And Make the Greatest Navies Prac­ 
tically 
Useless—An 
Exhibit 
Before Swedish Officers. 


N e w Y o k k , A u g . 28.— A young 
Swede, A x el Orling, has invented 
a device which he thinks will put 
an end to war on the seas, by m ak­ 
ing the destruction of war vessels 
a simple and easy task. 
The de­ 
vice is described and illustrated in 
an article by R . H. Mere. 
He 
says : 
1 
“ Mr. Orling has discovered a 
n new w a y of transmitting 
motor 
power, not, however, by sending 
electrical waves through air, but- 
and this 
is more wonderful— by 
rays of light. 
A n d the new sys­ 
tem enables torpedoes to be steer­ 
ed, although having no visible ma­ 
terial connection with the steers­ 
man. 
“ A torpedo, to be governed by 
the new principles, is fitted with 
an apparatus to receive the light 
rays sent out from the controlling 
station and to transform them so 
as to cause 
electrical 
induction, 
thus enabling the operator on ship 
or on shore to set the torpedo’s 
rudders at any angle he desires. 
Moreover, the rays give the opera­ 
tor absolute control over the de- 
-'^tonating pistol, so that the torpedo 
^shall explode only when the opera­ 
tor decides that the psychological 
moment has arrived. 
“ The torpedo can be controlled 
as long as it can be seen— that is to 
say, when the operator is on the 
shore its range is the horizon, some 
five or six miles distant ; when the 
operator, by ascending to an alti­ 
tude, can command a twenty-mile 
view . 
T w e n ty miles is the torpe­ 
do’s range. 
“ W ith the new appliance any 
number of torpedoes may be start­ 
ed, controlled and exploded at will, 
so that an operator with a whole 
regiment of torpedoes at his com­ 
mand may marshal them as he de­ 
sires and maneuver them through 
any complicated evolution. ” 
The rays of light used by Orling 
are described by him as “ an en­ 
tirely new, powerful and penetrat­ 
ive form of X-rays. ” 
O f experiments 
conducted 
in 
. i^weden before the crown prince 
and minister of war, Orling says :

“ B y command of the king, tor­ 
pedo boats were placed at my dis­ 
posal, and I carried out a large 
number 
of 
experiments 
on

and one-half-miles— the longest dis­ 
tances available— and I then made 
them do whatever I wished— go 
forward or backward, go in a curve 
or in a direct line, turn to the right 
or to the left, and sink or rise as I 
mig^t require ; all this, of course, 
without any material 
connection 
between 
myself 
and 
my 
tor 
pedoes. ” 
The inventor thinks that his de­ 
vice “ will make it possible to dis­ 
pense with all existing harbor de­ 
fenses. ” 
He has converted a number of 
persons to his faith in the inven­ 
tion, and experiments are being 
conducted in Sweden and in E n g ­ 
land.
